response to Mr. Huntoon's aforementioned letter regard- 
ing tlie pending lease of tlie Rocliester Woman's Club as a 
Town Hall Annex. Although the lease was approved at 
the recent Special Town Meeting, Mr. Francis expressed 
concern over "mass cuts in the original proposed plan'' 
for the Woman's Club site and also stressed that the 
following criteria needs to be met before the lease is 
signed: 

• Application to the Board of Appeals for change 
of use and business use in an agricultural zone; 

• Historic District approval; 

• Board of Health approval; 

• Conservation Commission approval; 

• Planning Board Site Plan Review under the new 

by-law; 

• Set of plans drawn by a certified person (archi- 
tect and/ or engineer); and 

• Requirements under the Architectural Access 
Board Code to bring entire structure up to handicap 
accessibility standards. 

According to Mr. Hartley, he has already obtained 
Historic District approval and is in the process of getting 
the necessary Board of Health approval. 

"As to the site plan, I talked to (Town Planner) 
Randall Kunz today," Mr. Hartley said. "Even though it's 
always been used for rental space, I guess a change of use 
is (needed). I look at this as a team effort by everyone in 
the town." 

Mr. Hartley did question what Mr. Francis meant 
by "mass cuts" from the original proposal, however. Mr. 
Hartley said his submitted bid followed the specifications 
for the project as outlined in the Request for Proposals 
(RFP). 

"I'm not sure what's in the original proposal," Mr. 
Francis said. "We had a two-page list that went out as far 
as specifications for the Woman's Club."

But Mr. Huntoon noted that specific requirements 
cannot be included in the RFP as it would unfairly limit 
potential bidders under state procurement laws. ''We 
couldn't make anything specific to a specific location 
under (state law)/' Mr. Huntoon said. 

"As far as any work at that site, it has to go before 
the Board of Appeals because it's changing from an 
existing club to a business office use," Mr. Francis said. 
"The other thing that comes in is this building is roughly 
65,815 cubic feet ... so it has to go under (the requirements 
of the) construction control law. Anything over 35,000 
cubic feet has to be designed by a certified architect or 
licensed engineer. That's state law." 

"Before we spend a lot of time and money on this, 
I think we have to look at the practicality of (leasing the 
Woman's Club), given these requirements," Mr. Huntoon 
said. 

"I would really like to consult someone ... on the 
handicap accessibility requirement," Mr. Hartley said. 
"There's also a timeline issue here. Just from what we've 
talked about here tonight, I can tell you there will be no 
moving in April 1." 

"I just hope it doesn't blow this thing out of the 
water," Selectman Nunes said. 

"If it does, it does," Mr. Francis said. "I just don't 
want to go from one illegal building into another." 

"Town Meeting approved funding for the Roches- 
ter Woman's Club," Selectman Nunes said. "So if this

(isn't done), we'll have nothing." 

Despite these hurdles, however, Mr. Hartley was 
confident he could work toward meeting the require- 
ments in Mr. Francis' letter and he agreed to have an 
update for the board within a couple of weeks. "Let's not 
write this off ... give me a couple of weeks," he said.

Training Your Puppy 

My puppy is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as thier own 
room, not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing 
at night after being walked and is taken outside the first 
thing in the morning. After each meal the pup goes outside 
to the same spot with adult supervision and recieves praise 
for eliminating. The pup should stay in the crate during the 
day when he is not interacting with family members. He 
should go outside every 30-60 minutes when he is free in the 
house. Most dogs are housebroken by 6 months. 
When can I start teaching him tricks? 
Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 
minutes, 10-30 times daily. Start with "come, sit, stay" and 
then add other tricks as you desire. Heal is important with a 
large breed pup. If the dogs walks ahead of you on a leash, 
turn around and start walking in the opposite direction. 
Praise the pup constantly when he/ she is walking without 
pulling.

also a tax-paying citizen of our town. It is in the latter capacity 
that I am writing this letter. 

The will of an excess of two-thirds of our Town 
Meeting is being thwarted by 22 citizens who have filed a 
lawsuit against Mattapoisett. Those individuals are making an 
assumption that the deceased Mr. Tinkham, who generously 
bequeathed 24 acres of forest land for our citizens, would have 
been upset at the potential exchange of property that had been 
approved by Town Meeting. 

I cannot assume, nor can they, what his attitude may 
have been. Common sense, however, would make me think that 
he would have been thrilled to learn that his generosity would 
have multiplied to the extent that the proposed transfer would 
allow it. Not only would our citizens enjoy the increased acreage 
for recreational and water resource purposes, but our commu- 
nity would also benefit from the additional tax revenue that 
would accrue to us. I have also learned that through a formula 
derived at by (State) Representative (William) Straus, and agreed 
to by The Bay Club, a portion of the monies earned by the sale of 
property on the existing Tinkham land would be given to the 
town for the purchase of additional open land. 

Citizens of our community must be made aware of 
what will be lost if the lawsuit is successful. It is the role of the 
Board (of Selectmen) to educate your constituents about the 
implications of this important issue. That education process 
must be performed in a timely marmer before damage has been 
done.

To the Editor: 

This is in response to a letter from Potter and Peg 
Trainer regarding the proposed Tinkham land swap. They 
indicated it would be "immoral to violate the Tinkham Forest 
Trust." 

I agree with them. It would be "immoral to violate the 
Tinkham Forest Trust" by not acting on a two-thirds majority 
town vote. Mr. Tinkham gave 20 acres of land to the town to be 
used for recreational purposes. That land is currently sur- 
rounded by private property with limited access to town 
residents. However, Mr. Tinkham's gift can now be expanded 
into 400 acres — 300 of which are essentially adjacent to the 
original Tinkham land — and located (within) a two-minute 
walk from the original site. The remaining parcels being offered 
consist of beautiful land along the Mattapoisett River, above the 
town aquifers and along Aucoot Cove. 

It would clearly be "immoral" to reject the opportunity 
to leverage Mr. Tinkham's generous gift 20-fold, guaranteeing its 
use as intended, while providing the town with aquifer protec- 
tion and an additional million dollars every year in tax revenue. 
This is a win- win - a wonderful legacy to Mr. Tinkham, and a 
huge benefit to our town. 

Twenty-two people have literally stopped a process 
that was voted in by a two-thirds majority at Town Meeting. The 
immorality here, my fellow town residents, is when a special 
interest faction can thwart the will of the people, just by hiring a 
lawyer.

Mattapoisett Purchases Parcel 

The purchase of the 60-acre Boardman Property in 
the Aucoot area of Mattapoisett has been completed, the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust (MLT) announced this week. 

Negotiations for the purchase began several years 
ago after citizens expressed concerns about plans by the 
Boardman Trust for the construction of eight homes and a 
cellular phone tower on the land. They culminated with a 
campaign for public funds which began in the spring. 
More than $50,000 has been raised toward the $300,000 
purchase price. 

The difference was made up by a short-term loan 
through the Bay Lands Revolving Fund administered by 
the Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB). It will be repaid 
through additional donations, redemption of pledges and 
from the Trust's treasury. 

'"We were fortunate to be able to access short-term 
funding through the Revolving Fund," explained MLT 
President Gary Johnson. '"Without such funds this land 
might have remained unprotected and open to develop- 
ment."

Two of the wooded upland and wetland 
Boardman parcels, totaling 34.5 acres, front on Aucoot 
and Holly Woods Roads and lie in the Hiller Cove drain- 
age basin. A town beach is located on the shore of the 
cove. The third parcel of 25-acres containing a vernal pool 
fronts on Bowman Road and lies in the Pine Island Pond 
drainage basin. 

Mr. Johnson added: ''These parcels are critical to 
our efforts to protect the quality of the water entering the 
Bay, as well as our efforts to protect natural spaces that 
can be appreciated by visitors and residents of 
Mattapoisett.'' 

Each of the three parcels abuts holdings donated 
previously to the Land Trust. With the addition of the 
Boardman Property and the conservation restriction of the 
Field Farm announced last week, the Trust has now 
permanently protected nearly 500 acres, 210 acres of 
which lie in the Aucoot area.

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Sword and Stone

Alexander. Starring Colin Farrell and Angelina 
Jolie. Directed by Oliver Stone. Running time: 
175 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

''Men of Macedonia/' says the great conqueror Alexander 
(Colin Farrell) to his exhausted troops in the final half hour of 
Alexander, "we're going home." His men respond with loud cheer- 
ing and much throwing of petals, and if the movie audience had 
some petals, they might throw some too: You mean this is almost over ? 
The first film in five years by the once-electrifying director Oliver 
Stone, Alexander is a large, confused and confusing, and sprawling 
mess — sometimes a glorious mess, but the few shining moments 
and images seem hardly worth the almost-three-hour investment. 
Here, Stone has crafted nothing so much as a densely allusive, 
emotionally unreadable hymn to his own potency and feelings of 
martyrdom, a trait that has bedevilled his work in the last decade. 

Stone seems almost arrogantly disinterested in the actual 
Alexander the Great, whose extraordinary story has fuelled count- 
less books (including Mary Renault's acclaimed trilogy of novels) 
and even an anime series {Reign: The Conqueror, whose trippy- 
futuristic handling of the legend is probably truer to the source than 
all of Alexander). After a perfunctory first half hour, in which we're 
introduced to Alexander as the textbook result of a dysfunctional 
family — his father is the oafish King Philip (Val Kilmer), his mother 
the snake-fondling Olympias (Angelina Jolie) — we skip past 
Alexander's early campaigns and pick him up in Persia, with no 
dramatization of his brilliant strategies or his way of compelling 
thousands of men to ride behind him towards almost certain death. 
We see him name-check a few soldiers before battle, and we're 
supposed to think, "Cool, he knows their names. They don't make 
imperialists like they used to." 

When the hero of a long epic has his big-dog moment — here, 
it's when Alexander, on horseback, faces down an elephant in the 
battle of India — and you feel more of a swell of pride in the horse 
than in the hero, that epic is in serious trouble. Colin Farrell tries 
hard, but it's probably an unplayable role even if well-written, 
which it isn't; the dialogue (what little you can make out over the 
muddled, overactive sound mix) is your standard sword-and- 
sandal pomp. Farrell is the classic cocky little Irish guy, perfect in 
something like Phone Booth, but all wrong for a colossus like 





Alexander. What's more, the script never lets Farrell gain emotional 
purchase on any of the people — his lover Hephaistion (Jared Leto), 
his wife Roxana (Rosario Dawson) — Alexander is supposed to 
hold most dear. We're meant to believe in the great love between 
Alexander and Hephaistion, but all I could tell was that (A) 
Hephaistion once beat Alexander at wrestling and (B) they have 
matching eyeliner. 

Stone does make good use of sets and costumes, when we can 
see them; the two major battles in the film are shot in the same 
herky-jerky, extreme-close-up style as the football head-slams in 
Stone's Any Given Sunday. ("All I can see is sand and horses' knees!" 
my companion exclaimed.) Angelina Jolie, thankfully, plays her 
scenes as femme-fatale camp and creates intermittent pockets of 
interest. Her sly performance in this mostly leaden affair made me 
wish she and Stone would work together on something that would 
challenge them both — maybe Medea, which gets dutifully refer- 
enced here. 

In Alexander, though, Oliver Stone is deeply into deifying the 
Great White Male, as he was in his previous historical shambles 
(though more enjoyable and not nearly as long). The Doors. I don't 
think Stone has turned into a Bush supporter overnight, but what 
are we to make of a movie in which the well-meaning (or so he says) 
conqueror bends nations of swarthy-skinned opponents to his will, 
under the rationalization of bringing them higher civilization? 
Stone touches lightly on that; he reveres Alexander more as a man, 
a risk-taker, a bestraddler of worlds. But this oracular piece of hero- 
worship is perhaps the squarest film yet from this once-hip director. 
Stone may elevate men who take risks, but Stone the risk-taker — 
the one who seemed so ferociously purposeful, so heedless of 
political blowback, in such polarizing works as JFK, Natural Born 
Killers, and Nixon — now seems as dead as Alexandria.

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An Endvuing Gift

It was just about a year ago this week that I first met 
aspiring and inspiring Wareham author Gretchan A. 
Pyne. A confident and optimistic woman, she certainly 
didn't seem like someone who had endured one of the 
great tragedies of life. 

But sadly, just two years earlier, Ms. Pyne had lost 
her four-year-old daughter Olivia 'Tulu'' Pyne in an ac- 
cident at a Wellfleet ice cream stand when a metal bike 
rack fell on the little girl causing fatal trauma to her chest. 
Not wanting her beloved Lulu's death to be in vain, Ms. 
Pyne soon opted to turn tragedy into a valuable life les- 
son by writing Lulu's Rose Colored Glasses, a compel- 
ling self -published children's book which began with a 
modest 1,000-copy press run published shortly after 
Thanksgiving of 2003. 

The touching book recounts an actual event where 
Ms. Pyne, ''the mom," learned a valuable lesson about 
patience from Lulu, "the daughter." According to the 
author, she was having a bad day until her daughter 
stopped her in her tracks by simply suggesting she look 
through her newly-acquired rose-colored glasses — a 
gift from dad. The obvious metaphor aside, it was also 
a poignant moment that stayed with Ms. Pyne and came 
rushing back to her after Lulu's untimely death. 

"Basically, Lulu changed my perspective that day," 
Ms. Pyne said. "It's a book for parents, even though it's 
a children's book. If parents would just take a moment 
once in a while to see the world through their kids' eyes, 
it could make all the difference." 

Naturally, I was moved by Lulu's compelling story 
and I opted to promote the book and an upcoming 
booksigning in Marion in this column. Little did I know 
the book would go on to become something of a phe- 
nomenon in the days, weeks and months to follow and 
I was proud to learn from Ms. Pyne when she called me 
this week that we had been the first to devote space to 
telling Lulu's tale. 

Since then Lulu's Rose Colored Glasses has gone 
on to sell an impressive 10,000 copies and Ms. Pyne has 
spent the better part of the last year working the pro- 
motional circuit on local, regional and national levels. 




This "media blitz" will culminate with a coveted ap- 
pearance on ABC's "Good Morning America" this Fri- 
day, December 3 between 7:00 and 9:00 am. Recently 
Ms. Pyne was also contacted by HARPO Productions 

— Oprah Winfrey's company — to make an as-yet un- 
determined apperance on Oprah. 

It seems like Lulu continues to brighten her mother 's 
days. 

"So many wonderful things have happened," Ms. 
Pyne said. "People are buying the book for loved ones, 
for friends. People seem to be inspired by Lulu's story. 
As a mother, I think that is the most wonderful thing." 

The book, which comes with a pair of rose-colored 
glasses tied to it with a ribbon, is now on sale at various

Marion Flu Vaccine 

The Marion Board of Health has received 280 
additional doses of flu vaccine for Marion residents only 
who fall into any one of the following high risk categories 
as determined by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. 

Based on the most recent information about the 
influenza vaccine supply in the Commonwealth, it will be 
necessary to prioritize existing doses for those individuals 
who have the greatest risk of severe complications or life 
threatening illness from influenza and some categories of 
health care workers. The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health has determined that health care providers 
should use the limited supply of inactivated influenza 
vaccine for individuals in the following high risk catego- 
ries, which are considered of equal importance: 

• All children aged 6 to 23 months; 

• All adults aged 75 years or older; 

• Residents of long-term care and assisted living 
facilities; 

• Children aged 6 months to 18 years on chronic 
aspirin therapy; 

• Individuals aged 2 to 74 years with one or more 
chronic medical conditions requiring frequent or ongoing 
medical management. This includes individuals with a 
chronic disorder of the pulmonary or cardiovascular
